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Covers: Two Norman arches in the kitchen of Maunds Farmhouse, High 
Street, They are thought to have been brought from the Castle in the 
16th Century at a time when it was still being plundered, and were 
built into what was then the outside walls of the house, and then 
filled up. This theory is ,supported by the County Museum, Woodstock, 
who have included drawings of the arches in their Deddington survey, 
The smaller arch shows evidence of damage, roughly at wheelbarrow 
height, and was possibly in a passageway in the original Castle site. 


Douglas and Jean Ward suspected the presence of the big arch when 
they saw an outline impression in the plaster wall when they first 
bought Maunds Farmhouse, The smaller arch was discovered more 
recently when a cupboard was removed,

IN THE DARK 


I'm in the dark! I remember in past editions of Deddington News that 
it was agreed that the footraths in the village needed proper lighting, 
as a result, the Parish Council approved a scheme to lignt the village 
stage by stage. This admirable objective has now been overtaken py 


the apparent rriority to light the main road rether than the footpath, 
The cost of the lights would not fall on the village but it transpires 
from the recent P.C. . meeting that these lights may not. effectively 


ilight the footpath, ‘Will the result by a highly lit main road all 
night with the footpath still being poorly lit? 


If the village want footpath lighting as was agreed in the pest, do 
they now want road lighting, or are they saying "Let's have any lights 
as they must be better than present", Since approving the installation 
of the footpath lights (which now could be up and working) the F.C, 

are Still saying that road lighting is better, They are naturally 
concerned to get the lights up but if it is road lighting, it will be 
beyond their control and the scheme still may not be approved! Will 

Io remain in the dark? 


The reason for road lighting is the resuted saving of accidents on 

the road,’ Requests regarding the details of the accidents, the time 
and the cause have not been answered by the County Council, The 
informetion given is very general and apparently accested at face 
value by the F.C. without question, Ferhaps limited road lighting at 
the traffic lights would reduce the accidents without the need to 
install a row of columns along the complete length of the main road, 
The opportunity to examine this and other questions has not been. _ 
taxen, the information is being withheld, Perhaps the answers are not 
waat we are led to believe, 


Despite comments at the recent P.C, meeting, there are a large number 
of people along the main road who are opposed to road lighting and it 
is reasonable to assume that all the people along the main road are 
for footpath lighting, The benefits of footpath lighting can be 
shared by all the village but the damage to the appearance of this 
attractive village as well as lights being on all night, will mainly 
affect those who live along the main rozd, 


Perhaps the views of these people and the village should be canvassed 
before deciding to instal for ever road lighting that will be on all 
night and will seriously affect the pleasant appesrance of an 
Oxfordshire village, It a:pears that the P,.C. wish to please some of 
the people some of the time and not all the neople all the time,
